Dealing with 
Beginning Yarn Taii 

I have been knitting off and on for about 
60 years, and I still delight in nev^er 
yarns, ideas and patterns. My hint for 
knitters is this: Whenever casting on 
stitches, there is invariably the extra 
length of beginning yarn to contend 
with. 1 never cut this off or weave it 
in until the project is complete. But 1 
always had difficulty dealing with that 
extra piece of yarn entangling itself for 
the first few rows of knitting, no matter 
how 1 pinned it or wrapped it. Solution: 
Wrap this small bit of yarn around a flat 
plastic closure from bakery goods and 
breads purchased at the supermarket 
(usually has the date and price printed 
on it). It resembles a miniature bobbin, 
and is the perfect size for that “tail” that 
always gets in the way. Best of all, it is 
free and easily stored in one’s bag of 
knitting accessories.

These are truly classic and handsome 
projects that will appeal to a wide range of 
ages and tastes. The men in my family are 
notoriously hard to please, yet they each 
found items they would like to have — truly 
an endorsement! 

The design of the pages is particularly 
appealing and pleasant to read, and Storey 
Publishing is known for their clear step- 
by-step instructions.

16, 16) sts to a holder; attach 2nd ball of 
yarn, k22 (24, 27, 30, 33).

[bind off 3 sts] 1 (0, 0, 0, 1) time, then

within 3 sts of neck, k2tog, k1; on 2nd 
side, k1, ssk, knit to end of row. (17, 18, 
20, 23, 25 sts rem for each shoulder) 
Work even until front measures same 
as back. Bind off all sts. 

Sleeves 

With smaller needles, cast on 30 (32, 36, 
38, 44) sts. Beg K2, P2 Rib and work even 
for 4 inches, ending with a WS row. 

Change to larger needles and beg St 
st; inc 1 st at each side by knitting into 
the front and back of first and last st

Knit on With Vickie Howell ! 

Creative Knitting gets the Knitty Gritty 



Vickie Howell is a whirlwind of energy 
and creativity. She hosts DIY’s very 
hip, very popular “Knitty Gritty”, has 
authored several knitting books, and has 
her own line of yarn. 

CK: Okay crafty grrrrl, are you having 
a total blast or what? 

Vickie: I am having so much fun host- 
ing “Knitty Gritty” — the best job a crafty 
gal like me could ask for. It’s amazing to 
work with both new and veteran design- 
ers, and to have the opportunity to pro- 
mote knitting as a great way to express 
one’s creativity. I hope that I motivate 
viewers to nurture that side of them- 
selves. Get out and try something new. 
Experiment with color. Use unexpected 
fibers like fabric, twine or the alternative 
yarns in my collection. Make mistakes 
that’ll ultimately result in a greater 
knowledge of design, or at least, a 
good laugh! 

CK: When, and how, did you learn 
to knit? 

Vickie: My mother taught me when I 
was 8 years old, and I hated it! I blame 
it on the aluminum needles and yellow 
acrylic that was big during that era, but 
really, I was just persnickety. I found 
the process frustrating. Instead, I took 
to crochet and sewing. When I was in 
my mid-20s, a friend dragged me to a 
yarn store. She told me that I was the 
craftiest person she knew, and it was 
crazy that I wasn’t knitting! The minute 
I walked through the door and saw all of 
the amazing yarns and patterns I was a 
goner. I re-learned how to knit that day 
and haven’t set my needles down since. 

CK: How has your knitting evolved 
since then? 

Vickie: I’ve moved from pattern read- 
ing to pattern writing and refined my 



sense of knitted style. 

CK: Where do you find your inspiration? 

Vickie: I get inspiration from fash- 
ion magazines, music, and most of 
all, pop culture. I incorporate names, 
phrases, movies, lyrics, etc. that have 
meant something to me. My first book 
New Knits on the Block is a nod to the 
music, TV and movies of the 1980s. In 
Not Another Teen Knitting Book, the 
projects and their names represent the 
universal experiences of high school. In 
Knit Aid I pushed puns to the limit as in 
current ad campaigns. 

CK: When do you find time to knit? 

Vickie: Every spare moment that I 
have: in line at the grocery store, rid- 
ing in the car, watching movies with the 
kids, on planes, at parties, etc. 

I rarely get to knit for pleasure or for my 
family anymore — my boys have a seri- 
ous lack of handmade sweaters and hats! 
I knit every day, but usually for a book 
deadline, the yarn line or a magazine. I 
can hardly complain, though. I do get to 
make a living doing something I love!

Double Increases: 

And Then There Were Three 



Increases add stitches to our work and 
decreases take them away. They enable us 
to knit beyond rectangles, and to fashion 
sweaters and socks, hats and hedgehogs. 
Their appearance may contribute much 
toward a stitch pattern’s distinctive look. 
Double increases are the means of creating 
three stitches where only one existed before. 

Editor’s Note: For a review of MIL (make 
1 left) and MIR (make 1 right), see page 64. 

Two singles make a double 

Put a single increase on either side of a 
center stitch and you’ve created a double 
increase. On the right of the Photo 1 swatch 
is a knit stitch with a MIL and MIR on 
either side of it. This double increase (MIL, 
kl, MIR) is quite subtle, blending with the 
rest of the knit stitches. The left side of the 
Photo 1 swatch shows a less-subtle variation 
made by knitting the MIL through the front 
loop and the MIR through the back loop. 
This reversal of the normal method leaves 
the new stitches open, appearing as small 
eyelets (open MIL, kl, MIR). 




Still larger eyelets can be made by 
working yarn over increases on either side 
of a center stitch. Pairs of yarn overs are 
common in lace knitting patterns. An 
“OKO” (yarn over, kl, yarn over) double 
increase is shown on the right side of the 
Photo 2 swatch. 

All of the increases above are created 
between stitches. The “klf&b” (knit 1 front 
and back) single increase can also be used 



to create a double increase, but because 
it uses a single stitch to create two, it must 
be placed in a slightly different way. The 
klf&b is worked by knitting into the front, 
and then again into the back of a single 
stitch, before sliding the old stitch off the 
left needle. The new left stitch has a little 
purl-like bump at its base. To create a 
knit center stitch with two purl-like bumps 
on either side, you must work the first 
klf&b in the stitch before the center stitch, 
and the second klf&b in the center stitch. 
This can be seen on the left side of the 
Photo 2 swatch. 




True doubles 

A true three-from-one double increase can 
be created by extending the klf&b increase: 
Knit into the front of a stitch, then its back, 
and then the front again. The end result is 
not worth the tight manuevering required to 
work this increase: The two added stitches 
both appear to the left of the original stitch 
in a little clump with a hole below it. The 
technique is appropriate when stitches are 
being added to create a bobble, which is at 
least a visually interesting clump of stitches. 

The “KOK” (kl, yarn over, kl) increase is 
easier to work and looks better. Photo 3. As 
with the klf&b increase described above, 
you work multiple times into the same 
stitch, but instead of knitting into the back, 
a yarn over is worked. Knit into a stitch, but 
don’t slide the old stitch off the left needle; 
bring the working yarn to the front between 
the needles and over the right needle; insert 



the right needle back into the original stitch, 
wrap and pull through; slide the whole mess 
off the left needle. The original stitch will 
be stretched by its children, appearing as a 
single eyelet. This technique is used in the 
center back of the Double-Increase Shawl. 

Double your fun 

A simple shawl begins with one stitch and 
increases one stitch at the beginning of 
each row (or, equivalently, at each end of 
every other row). Knit every row, and the 
combination of garter stitch with rate of 
increases will create a triangle perfectly sized 
for draping around the human body. Such a 
triangle has horizontal lines but also has rows 
of purl bumps and knit valleys. 

If we put two of these horizontal triangles 
side by side we can create the same larger 
triangular shape but with more flattering 
diagonal lines. The two singles we just 
put side by side are effectively one double 
increase. You can see this in the line of purl 
stitches on the third swatch (Photo 3) , and 
even more clearly on the colors “stripes” of 
the Double-Increase Shawl on page 45.

We’ve looked at several ways of working 
double increases. Once you understand 
them, you can swap the Mis used in your 
top-down raglan pattern for the more 
decorative open Mis or create your own 
stitch pattern by using 2 klf&bs instead of 
1 KOK.

Gauge 

16 sts and 28 rows = 4 inches/lOcm in St 
st with smaller needles 
Exact gauge is not critical to this project. 



Pattern Note 

Until bow is attached, back and front of 
purse are both alike; indications for front 
and back in the instructions are for clari- 
fication only; bow is tied at the front of 
the purse. 



Purse 

With smaller needles and MC, cast on 
32 sts. 



Beg with a RS row, work even in St st 
until piece measures VA inches from 
beg, ending with a WS row; place marker 
at each side of last row for fold line. 

Shape strap extension 

Beg on this row, inc 1 st at each side 
[every other row] 6 times, ending with a 
WS row; place marker at each side for 
upper edge of gusset. (44 sts) 

Back 

Making a note of number of rows, work 
even in St st until back measures 7 
inches from last marker; place marker at 
each side for bottom edge fold line. 

Bottom 

Work even until bottom measures 3 
inches from last marker; place marker at 
each side for bottom-edge fold line. 

Front 

Work even until front measures 7 inches 
from bottom marker (same number of 
rows worked for back); place marker at 
each side for upper edge of gusset, end- 
ing with a WS row. 

Shape strap extension 

Beg on this row, dec 1 st at each side 
[every other row] 6 times, ending with a 
WS row; place a marker at each side for 
fold line. (32 sts) 

Work even until piece measures 
V /2 inches from fold-line marker. Bind off 
all sts. 

Gussets 

With smaller needles and MC, RS facing, 
pick up and knit 14 sts between bottom 
edge markers; work even in St st until 
piece measures 7 inches from pick-up 



row (same number of rows worked for 
back), ending with a WS row; place 
marker at each side for fold line. 

Work even for 6 rows. Bind off all 
sts loosely. 

Rep for opposite side of bottom. 

Bow 

Make 2 

Beg at center back, with larger needles 
and CC, cast on 10 sts. 

Beg with a RS row, work even in St 
st until piece measures 21 inches from 
beg, ending with a WS row. 

Taper ends 

Beg on this row, dec 1 st at beg of every 
RS row, 9 times. (1 st rem) 

Fasten off. 

Sew cast-on edge of pieces tog. 

Lining 

Before assembling purse, measure each 
section and cut lining pieces, adding 
'/2 inch on all sides for seam allowance. 

(If using a large piece of fabric, front, 
back and bottom can be cut in 1 piece). 
Sew lining pieces tog; fold down Vi inch 
at upper edge of front, back and gussets. 

Cut a piece of plastic canvas or card- 
board same size as bottom of purse. 
Note: If using cardboard, rather than 
plastic canvas, cover cardboard with 
fabric and insert in purse after attach- 
ing lining, so that it can be removed for 
washing, if necessary. 

Referring to Fig. 1 (page 86), fold purse 
along bottom fold lines; pin gussets to 
side edges of front and back, matching 
markers (upper 6 rows on gusset will be 
folded to WS for hem). Sew side seams, 
joining gussets to front and back.

How Do I Read Cable 
or Lace Symbols 
From a Chart? 



In this issue we have included a beautiful 
Cables & Lace Jacket by Celeste Pinheiro 
(page 24) that is worked almost entirely 
from a chart. The Cable & Lace Dishcloth 
(page 61) uses this same pattern and 
provides an opportunity to practice your 
chart-reading skills. 

If chart reading is a mystery to you, or if 
you are just not sure about how to follow 
charts, read on. They will make your 
knitting life easier! 

Charts are used to provide a visual 
image of the design, which is especially 
helpful when the row-by-row written 
instructions would be very long and 
cumbersome to follow. 

On a chart, each square represents a 
stitch. A stitch key is given to indicate 
what stitch the various symbols represent. 
For example, an empty square indicates 
that if you are working on the right 
side (RS) , you knit the stitch, if you are 
working on the wrong side (WS), you purl 
the stitch. A square with a dash indicates 
that if you are working on the RS you 
purl the stitch, but if you are working on 
the WS you knit the stitch. Notice on the 
dishcloth chart that the three beginning 
and ending stitches alternate these 
symbols. This indicates that the stitch is 
knit both on the RS and WS of the piece. 

It is wise to check the stitch key and 
become familiar with the various symbols 
used on the chart before beginning 
the project. 

The chart is read from bottom to top 
and each row is numbered. For most 
charts the right side or odd-numbered 
rows are read across the chart from 
right to left, and wrong side or even- 
numbered rows are read from left to 



right. However, before beginning, check 
the placement of the row numbers on 
the chart. 




For the dishcloth chart, written 
instructions for the pattern are also 
included. To check your chart-reading 
skills, try knitting from the dishcloth chart 
and see if the row matches our written 
instructions. ■ 



Tips for using charts 

• Enlarge a copy of the chart. 

• Use a magnetic board for the chart, 
moving the magnetic strip to mark 
your place. 

• If the pattern is repeated only once, 
highlight the row once it is 
completed. 

• For a more complicated pattern, list 
the rows on a separate sheet of 
paper and check off rows as they 
are worked. 

• On that same sheet make notes and 
keep track of the last row worked to 
avoid counting rows when you start 
your next knitting session.

Yarn Butterflies 

Instead of using bobbins, make your own 
yarn butterflies: Open your left hand in 
a V, with forefinger and middle finger 
together, ring finger and pinkie together. 
Hold the end of the yarn between your 
left thumb and palm. (Photo A) 




Wrap yarn in a figure-eight around the 
fingers until you have pulled off enough 
yarn for your needs. (Photo B) 



3-Needle Bind-Off 

Use this technique for seaming two 
edges together, such as when joining a 
shoulder seam. Hold the edge stitches 
on two separate needles with right 
sides together. 

With a third needle, knit together a 
stitch from the front needle with one 
from the back. 

Repeat, knitting a stitch from the 
front needle with one from the back 
needle once more. 

Slip the first stitch over the second. 

Repeat knitting, a front and back pair 
of stitches together, then bind one off. 





Cut yarn, leaving a 4-inch tail, and 
wrap this tail around the center of the 
figure-eight, tucking the end into the 
wrap. Remove your fingers and let go of 
the starting tail. You can now pull on the 
starting end to release some yarn, but 
your little "butterfly" will continue to hold 
the remainder of the yarn in place until 
needed. (Photo C) 




Pick up & Knit

We've included the basics here for your reference. 



Cast On 

Leaving an end about an 
inch long for each stitch to 
be cast on, make a slip knot 
on the right needle. 

Place the thumb and 
index finger of your left hand 
between the yarn ends with 
the long yarn end over your 
thumb, and the strand from 
the skein over your index 
finger. Close your other 
fingers over the strands to 
hold them against your palm. 

Spread your thumb and index 
fingers apart and draw the yarn into a "V." 

Place the needle in front of the strand 
around your thumb and bring it underneath this 
strand. Carry the needle over and under the 
strand on your index finger. 

Draw through loop on thumb. 

Drop the loop from your thumb and draw 
up the strand to form a stitch on the needle. 

Repeat until you have cast on the num- 
ber of stitches indicated in the pattern. 
Remember to count the beginning slip knot as 
a stitch. 



Cable Cast On 

This type of cast on is used 
when adding stitches in the 
middle or at the end of a row. 

Make a slip knot on the 
left needle. Knit a stitch in 
this knot and place it on 
the left needle. Insert the 
right needle between the 
last two stitches on the left needle. 
Knit a stitch and place it on the left 
needle. Repeat for each stitch 
needed. 



Knit (k) 

Insert tip of right needle 
from front to back in next 
stitch on left needle. 

Bring yarn under and 
over the tip of the right 
needle. 

Pull yarn loop through 





the stitch with right 
needle point. 

Slide the stitch off the 
left needle. The new 
stitch is on the right 
needle. 















Purl (p) 

With yarn in front, insert 
tip of right needle from 
back to front through next 
stitch on the left needle. 
Bring yarn around the right 
needle counterclockwise. 
With right needle, draw 
yarn back through the 
stitch. 







Slide the stitch off the 
left needle. The new stitch 
is on the right needle. 




Bind-Off 

Binding off (knit) 

Knit first two stitches 
on left needle. Insert tip 
of left needle into first stitch worked on right 
needle and pull it over the second stitch and 
completely off the needle. 

Knit the next stitch and repeat. When one 
stitch remains on right needle, cut yarn and 
draw tail through last 
stitch to fasten off. 

Binding off (purl) 

Purl first two stitches on 
left needle. Insert tip of 
left needle into first stitch 
worked on right needle and pull it over the sec- 
ond stitch and completely off the needle. 

Purl the next stitch and repeat. When one 
stitch remains on right needle, cut yarn and 
draw tail through last stitch to fasten off. 

Increase (inc) 

Two stitches in one 
stitch 

Increase (knit) 

Knit the next stitch in the 



usual manner, but don't remove the stitch from 
the left needle. Place right needle behind left 
needle and knit again into the back of the same 
stitch. Slip original stitch off left needle. 



Increase (purl) 

Purl the next stitch in the 
usual manner, but don't 
remove the stitch from 
the left needle. Place right 
needle behind left needle and purl again into the 
back of the same stitch. Slip original stitch off left 
needle. 

Invisible increase (M1) 

There are several ways to make or increase 
one stitch. 



Make 1 with Left 
Twist (M1L) 

Insert left needle from 

front to back under the 

horizontal loop between 
the last stitch worked and 
next stitch on left needle. 

With right needle, knit 
into the back of this loop. 

To make this increase 
on the purl side, insert 
left needle in same man- 
ner and purl into the 
back of the loop. 

Make 1 with Right 
Twist (M1 R) 

Insert left needle from 
back to front under the 
horizontal loop between 
the last stitch worked and 
next stitch on left needle. 

With right needle, knit into the front of 
this loop. 

To make this increase 
on the purl side, insert left 
needle in same manner 

and purl into the front of 

the loop. 

Make 1 with Backward Loop over the 
right needle 

With your thumb, make a loop over the 
right needle.

Single Crochet (sc) 

Insert the hook 
in the second 
chain through 
the center of the 
V. Bring the yarn 
over the hook 
from back 
to front.

Felt and dry bag 
and handle strips 
separately following 
instructions below. 
Trim any yarn ends. 

Attach Handles 

Remove cotton cord from eyelets. Knot 
1 end of each handle strip. Thread 3 
handle strips (2 MC and 1 CC) through 
eyelets in 1 side of bag with CC in mid- 
dle. Braid 3 handle strips, ending with CC 
in middle. Thread ends of handle strips 
through eyelets in same side of bag. 

Tie knots to secure. Cut off any excess 
felted fabric to neaten and adjust length. 
Felted fabric is very sturdy and will not 
unravel. Rep with 3 rem strips on other 
side of bag. 

Felting Instructions 

Washers vary in both speed of agitation 
and temperature of hot water. Therefore, 
the felting times in the instructions 
below are approximate. 



Adding heavy items such as jeans 
or bath towels to the washer with the 
bag will speed the felting process. This 
is essential in felting the handle strips, 
because they do not have enough bulk 
to felt well without added agitation. Be 
careful that items are similar in color 
to the MC to avoid introduction of any 
undesired colors into the bag. 

Place handle strips in a mesh bag or 
pillowcase for felting to prevent tangling 
or wrapping around the agitator. Felt the 
CC handles separately. 

To felt, place bag in washer set on 
lowest water level and hottest water. 

Add an appropriate amount of laundry 
soap for water level. Agitate on regular 
cycle for 5 minutes. Remove bag from 
washer and check felting progress and 
size. Return to washer and agitate an 
additional minute. Repeat checking and 
returning to agitate for an additional 
minute until bag is desired size. Repeat 
the felting process with the handle strips 
in mesh bags. (In my washer, the bag 



took 12 minutes and the handles took 25 
minutes. Your washer will probably vary 
from these times.) Rinse thoroughly by 
hand by squeezing gently in a sink full of 
cold water. 

When bag and handles are completely 
rinsed, return to empty washer on spin 
cycle to remove as much water as pos- 
sible. Pat and pull bag to desired shape 
on kitchen counter or a towel placed on 
a hard surface. Pull and smooth handles 
until all 6 strips are approximately the 
same length and are uniform in diameter 
along their entire length. Allow to air dry. 

I placed the bag on a cookie rack and 
put some thread spools between the 
two layers to increase air circulation and 
speed drying. The bag is very thick at 
this point and will take at least 24 hours 
to completely dry. ■

Keep setting back the timer to make the 
wash cycle longer. When desired felting is 
achieved, rinse and spin lightly. Excessive 
spinning can set-in creases. Excess water 
can also be removed by rolling piece in 
a towel. ■

Straps 

Make 2 

With smaller needles 
and MC, cast on 8 sts. 
Beg with a RS row, 
work even in St st until 
strap measures 40 
inches from beg. Bind off all sts.

With WS of strap facing up, lay seam 
section on a flat surface; place 1 dowel 
on WS of strap, centered over seam. Sew 
edges of strap tog, encasing dowel.

Insert plastic canvas (see note on page 
58) into bottom of purse. 

Insert lining into purse, with WS fac- 
ing each other. Using sewing needle and 
matching thread, sew lining in place 
along upper edge of purse, lining up 
markers and fold line of gussets. If using 
cardboard, insert fabric covered card- 
board into purse on top of lining at bot- 
tom. Fold upper 6 rows of each gusset to 
WS and stitch in place over lining. 

Attach Bow 

Wrap bow piece around purse, with 



seam at center back and ends extend- 
ing out from front; pin, then sew in 
place using sewing needle and match- 



ing thread. Referring to photo, tie ends 
neatly into a large bow; tack center and

Always add new skein at the edge. 

The "tail" will vanish in the fringe, and 
you won't have any ends to hide in the 
scarf fabric. 



Scarf 

Cast on 60 sts. Knit even in garter st until approx 3 yds of 
yarn rem, or until scarf is desired length. 

K5, bind off knitwise until 5 sts rem, k5. Remove needle 
from work. 

Fringe 

Unravel 5 live (not bound-off) sts on each edge. Knot each Ip 
of fringe near base to form a stable edge. For ease in work- 
ing, only unravel a few rows at a time. 

Block scarf to finished measurements by washing and 
placing flat to dry. Do not steam. 

Trim fringe even, if desired. Alternatively, you may leave Ips 
along edges for another look! ■

B. Cable Panel (56-st panel) (also

Row 1 (RS): P2, C4B, p2, klO, [p2, C4B] 

3 times, p2, kio, p2, C4B, p2. 

Row 2: Knit the knit sts and purl the purl 
sts as they face you. 

Row 3: P2, k4, p2, kio, [p2, k4] 3 times, 
p2, kio, p2, k4 , p2. 

Row 4: Rep Row 2. 

Rep Rows 1-4 for Cable Panel. 

Pattern Note 

This yarn has a subtle shading of colors, 
which will enhance the appearance of 
the garment; to match shading on back 
and front, if desired, beg each piece with 
a new ball of yarn at the same place in 
color rep. 



Back 

With smaller needles, cast on 64 (72, 80, 
88, 96) sts. 

Beg with a RS row, work even in K2, P2 
Rib until back measures approx 5 inches 
from beg, ending with a WS row. 

Set up Cable Panel: Change to larger 
needles, k4 (8, 12, 16, 20), place marker; 
work Row 1 of Cable Panel across center 
56 sts, place marker, knit to end. 

Keeping sts on each side of markers in 
St st, and sts between markers in Cable 
Panel, work 1 row even. 

Shape sides 

Continuing in pat, beg on this row, inc 1 
st at each side [every other row] 6 times, 
working inc sts in St st. (76, 84, 92, 100, 
108 sts) 

Work even until back measures 10 
inches from beg, ending with a WS row. 

Shape armholes 

Bind off at beg of row [3 (4, 5, 6, 7) sts] 
twice, then [2 (3, 5, 6, 7) sts] twice.

Dec 1 st at each side [every other row] 
3 (4, 5, 6, 7) times. (60, 62, 62, 64, 66 StS)

Shape shoulders 

Bind off 11 (12, 12, 13, 14) sts at beg

[k2tog] twice across each cable. Place 
rem 38 sts on holder for neck. 



Front 

Work as for back until armhole measures 
2 [IVi, 2'/2, 3, 31/2) inches, ending with row 
4 of Cable Panel. (60, 62, 62, 64, 66 sts) 
Place a marker on each side of center 

24 sts for neck. 

Shape neck 

Work across to first marker; place 
center sts on holder; join 2nd ball of yarn 
and work to end. (18, 19, 19, 20, 21 sts 
each side) 

Working both sides at once, at each 
neck edge, dec 1 st [every row] 5 times, 
then [every other row] twice. (11, 12, 12, 
13, 14 sts for each shoulder) 

Work even until armhole measures 8

Bind off rem sts, working [k2tog] twice 
across each cable. 

Assembly 

Block pieces to measurements, if neces- 
sary. Sew left shoulder seam. 

Neckband 

With smaller needles, RS facing, beg 
at right back shoulder, work sts on 
holder in pat, working [k2tog] twice 
across each cable (32 sts rem from back 
holder); pick up and knit 25 sts along 
left front neck shaping to front holder; 
work sts from holder in pat, working 
[k2tog] twice across each cable (18 sts
